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North Korea Guns 
Down U.S. Plane; 


Pilot Held Seized 


OSAN AIR BASE, Korea ‘Kyodo-UP)—Commu- 
nist antiaircraft guns shot down an American F'86 
Sabrejet near the demilitarized zone and barely missed 


knocking down a second jet. 

The pilot of the second jet 
said the pilot of the doomed 
plane managed to eject himself 
and when Jast seen was drifting 
into Communist territory. 

The two Sabrejets were on 
a low level simulated ground 
support training mission for 
Republic of Korea troops about 
65 miles northeast of Seoul 
when the Red guns opened up. 

“They were just up on some 
ground support stuff,” said one 
air force source, “and bam! this 
fire hits them.” 

Names of the 
Were withheld. 

The pilot of the second plane 
said Communist fire began 
while they were in a simulated 
low-level pass. 

“He saw the lead aircraft get 
hit and crash,” the air force 
said, “and then momentarily 
saw a parachute with the pilot 
floating toward the ground just 
over the Communist side of the 
line.” 

Last June, a U.S. Navy carrier 
plane was hit by Chinese Com- 
munist antiaircraft batteries 
eight miles off the Chinese 
coast, and in August 1956, 16 
Americans died when a navy 
patrol plane was shot down by 
the Chinese Reds. 

U.S. Air Force sources said 
the United Nations Command 
would probably call for a meet 
ing of the Korean Military 
Armistice Commission to dis- 
cuss the Incident. 

There will also be demands 
that the pilot be returned, if he 
made jt safely into North Ko 
rea. 

Pilots said there was a “pret- 
ty strong” wind blowing in the 
erea at the time the planes were 
making their simulated passes 
and there is a chance the plane

The Government at a Cabinet 
meeting Tuesday is expected to 
approve officially that the nego- 
tiations be expedited so that the 
agreement is approved by the 
Diet during the current session.

Of Antiprostitute Law 


The House of Representa- 
tives Judicial Affairs Commit- 
tee, yesterday approved the 
Government's bill partially 
amending the Antiprostitution 
Law after attaching a proviso. 

The bill then was passed by 
the House plenary session and 
immediately referred to the 
Upper House, which wae sched- 
uled to act on it March 19. 

The amendment is designed 
to give rehabilitation guidance 
to prostitutes. The complete 
enforcement of the law is sched- 
uled for April 1. 


Reds Return 
4 Westerners, 
22 Koreans 


PANMUNJOM, Korea (AP)— 
The Communists Thursday re- 
turned 2 American, 2 German 
and 22 Korean occupants of a 
South Korean airliner held in 
North Korea since Feb, 26. 


The long-delayed turnover 
was completed at 7:15 p.m. 
(743 p.m, JST) when the two 
American pilots of a South 
Korean civil airliner kidnaped 
in midair stepped from a Red 
jeep into an allied bus, 


Willis P. Hobbs, Vallejo, 
Calif. civilian pilot of the 
hijacked airliner, was the last 
of the 26 to leave Communist 
hands. 


He was preceded bv Ajir 
Force Lt. Col. Howard W. Mc- 
Clelian, Buchanan, Mich., the 
copilot. 

“I want to see my family,” 
were: Hobbs’ first words, as he 
hurried through a battery of 
photographers to the bus which 
was to take the returnees to a 
medical checkup. 


Both Hobbs and McClellan ap- 
peared in perfect health. They 
smiled broadly as they boarded 
the U.N. bus. McClellan was in 
uniform without hat- 


Hobbs was wearing the Kore- 
an National Airlines uniform 
he wore the day his plane was 
seized by Communist agents 
and diverted to Red territory. 


The two German passengers 
of the plane were Mr. and Mrs. 
Johannes Hinrichs of Tostedt, 
near Hamburg. 


Hinrichs, silver-haired and 53, 
was genial and smiling, wearing 
a business sult and overcoat. 
After he was returned, the Com- 
munists gave allied officials the 
Hinrichs’ suitcases for loading 
on the bus. 


Kim Oh ‘Jih, the South Ko 
rean Red Cross official, long re- 
sisted signing receipts he felt 
would accord some form of rec- 
ognition.to the Pyongyang Com- 
munist regime. He finally com- 
plied, in tears, after conferring 
by telephone with Seoul, hours 
after U.S. Embassy Counselor T. 
Eliot Weil and German Minister 
Richard Hertz had _§ signed 
similar receipts. 


It was learned he had been 
in contact with top ROK officials 
in Seoul, including the Foreign 
Minister. 


Kim told reporters he object- 
ed to the phrase “authorized by 
the Government of the People’s 
Republic of Korea,” Communist 
North Korea’s official name. 

During the long hassel, the 
Reds refused to hand over the 
two Germans and two Amer 
icans separately from the Ko 
reans, even though Hertz and 
Weil were ready to sign. 

After the German and Amer- 
ican diplomats had signed two 
sets of English and Korean jan- 
guage receipts, South Korea's 
Kim signed one set for the Com- 
munists but refused for nearly 
an hour to sign his own copies. 

He finally complied with this 
last Red demand after a bus and 
cars carrying the 26 returnees 
had drawn up to the meeting 
site, then moved out of sight 
after allied officials saw the 
anguished faces of the plane pas- 
sengers. 


Reds Threatened to ‘Blow Up’ 
Plane in Midair: Passenger 


PANMUNJOM (Kyodo-UP)— 
Communist agents shot their 
way into the cockpit of the Ko 
rean National Airlines DCS and 
threatened to blow up the plang’ 
when an American pilot tried 
to radio for help. 

This was the story behind the 
mystery of how the Communists 
hijacked the plane as told by 
the victims of the international 
kidnaping at a press conference 
Thursday, 

Korean National Assemblyman 
Yoo Bong Soon said one of the 
Communist agenta “hit the head 
of Col. Kim Ki Wan (public in- 
formation officer for the ROK 
Alr Force) with a hammer” 
when the plane wag fiying be- 
tween Taegu and Suwon, 

Then, Soon said, “Four other 
men stood up and-one of the 
men had a carbine. Another 
carried a shotgun, and a teen-ager 
had two hand grenades in his 
hand threatening the passen- 
fers. and warning them not to 
move.” 

“One of them tried to enter 


the cockpit,” Soon said, but it 
was locked from the inside. 
Pilot Willis Hobbs and co-pilot 
U.S. Air Force Lt. Col. Howard 
W. McClellan were in the 
cockpit. 


The Communists shot the 
lock off the door, Soon said, and 
when Hobbs tried to radio for 
help, the Communists took away 
the radio and told Hobbs and 
McClean if they resisted they 
would “blow wp the plane.” 


Hobbs Was greeted at the 
press conference by his blonde 
wife. He showed no evidence 
of etrain and was very happy. 


He and McClellan would not 
comment on what actually took 
place when the Communists 
took over the plane,

talked to Hobbs and McClellan 
before they met with the press 
and apparently told them not to 
comment on what happened on 
their ill-fated, but happy-ending 
journey,

yesterday aboard an SAS plane 
on the orders of the Govern- 
ment to make an interim report 
on the Moscow negotiations. 

He said the talks could not be 
concluded by negotiations at the 
present committee level. 

He said that he believed that 
the Government would decide 
whether to dispatch a delegate 
of ministerial caliber after 
studying his report. 

He refused to express 


his 
opinion on the relation between | 


the fishery talks and megotie- 
tions for peace treaty as well as 
safe fishing operations, saying 
the matter was up to Ambassa- 
dor in Moscow Suemitsu Kado- 
waki. 

Turning to the Seviet stand 
on the closing of the Okhotsk 
Sea for fishing, Hiratsuka said 
that remarks by chief Soviet de- 
legate Alexander Ishkov during 
their second meeting were in- 
terpreted as indicating that the 
Soviet Union was “neither main- 
taining an absolute stand on the 
closing of the sea nor had eased 
its stand.” 

Hiratsuka added that Soviet 
authorities were ignorant of 
various problems concerning 
salmon resources on the high 
seas. : 

The Soviet authorities admit- 
ted, Hiratsuka safi, that a num- 
ber of fish would die and be 
wasted unless they were caught. 

Government leaders, includ- 
ing Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi, Foreign Minister Aiichi- 
ro Fujiyama, and Ichiro Kono, 
director of the Economic Plan- 
ning Agency, met in a confer- 
ence yesterday at the Prime 
Minister’s official residence to 
hear reports from Hiratsuka 
and discuss the question of how 
to break the deadlock in» the 
current fishery talks, 

However, no final decision on 
the Government's policy was 
made at yesterday’s meeting. 
Another conference has been 
scheduled for this morning be 
tween leaders of the Govern- 
ment and the ruling party. 

In his report to the meeting 
yesterday, Hiratsuka said the 
Soviets had maintained a firm 
attitude throughout the negotia- 
tions this year, 

Commenting on the contro- 
versial Kono-Ishkov note, Hira- 
tsuka said the Japanese delega- 
tion had contended that the 
Japanese side did not have such 
a note. 

Hiratsuka further reported 
that he had expected the Soviets 
to propose a total catch of .80,- 
000 tons, and that he believed 
“political negotiations” would 
be required to adjust the differ. 
ence between this figure and 
the 145,000 tons proposed by 
Japan.

PEIPING (Kyodo)—Japanese and Cornmmunist Chinese trade 
negoUators agreed Thursday morning following an all-night 
conference on a five-point arrangement for concrete enforce 
ment of the £35 million fourth private trade agreement sign- 
ed Wednesday between Japan and Communist China.

2. The number of persons 
that Communist China will dis- 
patch to Tokyo to set up the 
trade mission will be about 20. 
(The number which the Japa- 
nese will send to Peiping is un- 
fixed as yet.) 

Both sides agree that it will 
not be necessary to increase the 
staff for a specified period of 
time, 

3. Both sides agree that the 
number of mission members 
mentioned in the memorandum 
does not include personnel hir- 
ed by the respective missions in 
each other's country. 

4. Both sides agree to send 
advance parties to Tokyo and 
Peiping to prepare for the es 
tablshment of the trede mis- 
sions at the earliest possible 
date. 

5. The Japanese trade delega- 
tion will notify the foreign ex- 
change banks after returning to 
Japan to take steps on matters 
pertaining to direct ties be 
tween the foreign exchange 
banks of both countries. 

The question of flying nation- 
al flags was not included in the 
overnight agreement. Both 
sides agreed that it would not 
be appropriate to make it a 
subject of discussion since dip- 
lomatic recognition and hoisting

Tokyo, to house it. 

A bill authorizing the trans- 
fer has been prepared for sub- 
mission to the Assembly. 

Kojiro Matsukata, a member 
of the Kobe industrialist family 
who | lived in France, built 
up his collection of contempor- 
ary French art between the two 
world wars. 

Among the pictures in the 
collection are canvases by Co 
rot, Delacroix, Millet, Cezanne, 
Manet, Monet, Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Renoir, Van Dongen, 
and Picasso. There is also & 
fine group of Rodin sculptures, 

The Matsukata collection has 
been in the care of the French 
state as enemy property since 
December 1944. 

The Japanese Government, 
having no examples of contem- 
porary French art. has long 
pressed for its transfer to 
Japan.

With Japanese 


Friend’s Help

YOKOTA—Through the close 
cooperation brought about by 
a chance meeting between a 
17-year-old American boy and 
a Japanese engineering stua- 
dent, a rocket has been built. 

Waiting to be fired, the foot 
long. T-pound missile, ‘uilt 
by Philip Sasman, dependent 
son of a U.S. Air Force warrant 
officer stationed at Yokota Air 
Base, and Naoyuki Tokuda, 
engineering student at Yoko 
hama University, has. been 
shelved until.a safe firing area 
can be acquired. 

The reality of actually firing 

the rocket as a joint endeavor 
might end because the area has 
not been found, and the firing 
might have to be delayed until 
Phit returns to the United 
States. 
‘The missile will be launched 
yertically from a tube which 
is supported by legs to form a 
tripod.

The boys calculate that when 
the switch is thrown, the sleek, 
pointed rocket will blast out 
more than 2,000 feet from the 
launching site, 

The “chance meeting” that 
brought the two boys together 
occurred at the Yokota Guest 
Hotel one evening last August, 
when Naoyuki Tokuda, working 
his way through college by seb 
ling newspaper subscriptions, 
knocked at the Sasman door. 

Philip and Tokuda-san dis 
senered that they both had 
a mutual interest in science. 
The rocket project was explain,, 


ed, and the problems Philip was

Tokuda-san had the technical 
knowledge needed to work out

After many months of work, 
the rocket was completed in 
November 1957. If the two boys 
had. never met, the recket 
might still be in the planning 
stage.

SHIMONOSEKI (Kyodo)—The 
Kanmo.. undersea tunnel high- 
way linking the major Japanese 
islands of Honshu and Kyushu 
will be opened to motorists and 
pedestrians Sunday. 

Celebrations are being plan- 
ned Sunday and Monday in 
Shimonoseki and Moji, to mark 
the completion and official open- 
ing of the undersea tunnel con- 
necting the two cities on op- 
posite sides of the strait. 

Construction of the world's 
first two-story undersea tunnel 
highway for automobiles and 
pedestrians was started in May 
1937, parallel with the con- 
struction of another tunnel for 
the National Raliways, but was 
suspended for 10 years during 
and after World War IL The 
project was resumed under 
a hew five-year program = in 
1952. 

The tunnel is divided into an 
upper story to accommodate a 
highway for cars and. other 
vehicles and a lower. story 
housing a path for pedestrians. 

It boasts a total length of 
about 11,421 feet. one fifth of 
whien is below the sea at a 
depth of 165 feet, 

During the construction peri- 
Od Of about 22 years, accidents 
claimed the lives of 53 workers. 
About 120.000 tone of steel and 
67000 tone of cement were

China will amount to $280 mil. 
lion in 1962 or 4.5 times the 
total in 1957, according to an es 
timate by trade experts. 

The estimate, they sald, is bat 
ed on an analysis of the Commu- 
nist Chinese economy with cross 
reference to its second five-year 
plan, which was started this 
year. 

They said changes will take 
place yearly in ‘the economic 
structure of that country along 
with the progress of the second 
five-year program. 

Thev said that during the five- 
year period, the ratio of Comrmu- 
nist China’s reliance on the free 
nations for the supply of indus- 
trial equipment and other pro- 
ducer goods as well as consurr- 
er goods will increase to about 
35 per cent from the present 20 
per cent of the total, including 


imports from Soviet Russia and 
other Communist nations.

Casey Urges 
Economy To 
Aid Individual 


KUALA LUMPUR  (Kyodo- 
Riaaerntves nations in Asia 
should continue to guide their 
economic development toward 
a goal in which the individual 
was respected, Richard Casey, 
Australian External! Affairs Min- 
ister, said Thursday. 

Casey was addressing the an- 
nual meeting of the Economic 
Commission for Asia and the 
Far Hast. 

He said, “We in Australia 
have a belief that the fruits of 
economic progress should be 
shared by the people. 

Casey said jit would appear 
that Communist China had made 
some significant progress in 
economic development. 

He said, “But it is also clear 
that the progress has been 
achieved at great personal sacri- 
fice, I would hope that all the 
free countries of Asia will con- 
tinue In the future to guide 
their economic development to- 
ward a goal in which the in- 
dividual is respected and in 
which he can fully share in the 
progress which he helps to 
achieve.” 

Malaya's Finance Minister, 
Col. Sir Henry Hau Shik Lee, 
said it would be of great assist- 
ance if price fluctuations of 
primary products could be dim- 
inished. 

He said, “This would avoid 
placing the success of develop- 
ment plans in jeopardy by un- 
eertainty over the level of for- 
eign exchange reserves.” 

He added, “I would also sug- 
gest that it is a matter of en- 
lightened self-interest that. the 
more developed countries of the 
West should do all they can to 
help development in view of the 
enormous potential markets of 
the ECAFE countries for manu- 
factured goods.” 


Countries participating § in 
“military blocs” such aa the 


Baghdad Pact and the South 
East Asia Treaty Organization 
were suffering “considerable 
economic difficulties, Nicolai 
Firubin, Russia's chief delegate,

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Trade With Red China 


The signing of the fourth Japan-Red China private 
trade agreement and its accompanying memorandum, with- 
out the revisions desired here, has given rise to some mis- 
givings. 

Of course, throughout the talks Peiping has been angl- 
ing for some kind of “recognition” which, if it cannot be 
official may nevertheless amount to something practical 
and which can be made use of for further advances, Pres- 
umably Mr. Masanosuke Ikeda and his delegation decided 
to take the bull by the horns, and, believing that some- 
thing had better be done, agreed to sign. As the agree- 
ment is ostensibly a private one, it is difficult for official- 
dom to level criticism. 


Although the contention that these trade agreemcnts 
with Red China are “private” ones and have no connec- 
tion with the Governments concerned may strike some peo- 
ple as rather thin, they may be regarded as constituting 
a “legal fiction” which can be put to some practical use. 
The extent of government control of trade in all coun- 
tries today cannot be ignored, and this means that any 
trade agreement entered into by whatever parties must 
be subject to control in the national interest. Everyone 
understands this and must make the necessary allowances. 

The position of the Japanese Government is quite 
simple. It does not wish to recognize the Peiping Govern- 
ment but it does wish to encourage trade with Red China 
as much as possible. The difficulty lies in the coordina- 
tion of these two principles, and this is made all the harder 
by the fact that all trade in Red China is carried on under 
Government auspices, usually of a very direct nature. Nor 
can it be forgotten that any official recognition of closer 


ties with Red China is likely to arouse hostile criticism in 
the United States. 


A good deal must depend upon how the new agreement 
is actually carried out. All round the world, there has been 
a tendency to relax the embargo restrictions with Red China 
and although the United States has not followed this 
general trend it has nevertheless adopted a lenient attitude 
to ‘those who do. It is probable, therefore, that so long 
as the new agreement with Peiping is interpreted in a 
reasonable fashion there will be no complaints. Japan's 
dire need for expanded markets overseas is fully recognized 
in the United States, and it is doubtless understood there 
that the Chinese mainland, so close physically to Japan, 
must eventually become oné of these expanded markets. 

Among the concessions made by the Japanese delega- 
tion to the Reds are that Communist China’s trade repre- 
sentatives in Japan shall not be fingerprinted and that its 
delegation shall be permitted to hoist its national] flag in 
Tokyo, We see no objection to the former concession, but 
the latter may prove dangerous. If the Red Chinese flag 
is to be hoisted here it strongly suggests that there is a 
outs of “sub rosa” recognition of the Peiping regime as 
such.

The new agreement provides that £ 35,000,000 worth of 
goods will be traded each way in the one-year period of 
the agreement. The figure was £ 30,000,000 in the last agree- 
ment, 

The goods to be exported from each country are to 
be classified into two categories with percentages of 40 and 
60 per cent respectively. This classification was based on 
the Chinese desire that goods of almost equal importance 
should be exchanged between the two countries and it 
may have the effect of making trading easier than the 
previous system of three categories did. Payments for 
the time being are to be made in pounds Sterling, but a 
new rule provides for the use of “third country currency”’—~ 
apparently if any difficulty should arise about sterling. 

Further departure from the provisions of the previous 
agreement is seen in the article stipulating that the con- 
tracting parties should endeavor to activate and strengthen 
technical interchanges and cooperation and in that which 
provides for guaranteed long-term relations on the supply 
of important commodities required by any one of the con- 
tracting parties. 

These stipulations might prove difficult to carry out 
without recognition of the Peiping Government by Japan, 
and there is a special article which says the trade missions 
should urge the respective home Governments to conclude 
an intergovernmental trade agreement between the two 
countries “as early as possible.” This is, of course, the 
great objective of Peiping involving, as it must, recognition 
of the Communist Government. 


What then is to be expected from this agreement? If 
we could eliminate all political considerations, we shouid 
say that it is a step forward to considerably more trade 
between the Chinese mainland and Japan. As it is, it is 
only safe to say that the proof of the pudding lies in the 
eating and that we had better wait to see what can be 
made of the new arrangement,

Rumblings in the Army 


Red China’s Hitherto Subservient Soldiery Becoming Discontented 


Ry THE CHINA NEWS ANALYST 


TIONGKONG — Normaily, the 
Chinese press tells its readers 
singularly little about the army, 
but recently it has been in the 
news several times, and that in 
a Way that must be disquieting 
to the leaders of the nation. 
Until now, the Red army has 
been the reliable servant of the 
party, and party-army relations 
in China have been quoted in 
other Communist countries a8 
ideal. 

In Hungary, the army defect. 
ed; in Poland, it came near to 
tlefecting; in Romania, it had 
to be disarmed, while in Ruse 
sia iteelf there were signs of a 
serious cleavage between army 
and party. In December, when 
the Czech Minieter of Defense 
visited Peiping, he addressed 
hia Chinese colleague, who met 
him at the airport, at a time 
when the memory of the Zhu- 
kov affair was still fresh, with 
the words: “The rich experience 
of your party and your army 
is an important contribution to 
the international movement of 
the proletariat and an inspira- 
tion and lesson to us on the 
consolidation of military and 
political forces.” 

All Not Well 

Yet, already at tat time, it 
was clear that all was not well. 
The free speech period had in- 
cluded free discussions in the 
army, and the discontent of 
junior officers and men had been 
openly voiced, The higher ranks 
were filled with party members; 
junior officers were cut off from 
promotion, if they did not be- 
jong to the party; pay differen- 
tials were excessive; the officers 
formed a higher caste, so that 
there was a cleavage between of- 
ficers and men, as well as be 
tween army amd people; the 
army direction of such things 
as engineering was amateurish 
and necessarily led to defective 
work. ‘ 

These were some of the com- 
plaints. That the complaints 
were taken seriously is clear 
from the reaction of the author- 
itiee, The Minister of Defense 
explained how difficult it was to 
give to every officer the rank 
he deserved, he promised to cor- 
rect mistakes, while reminding 
the officers that in a revolution- 
ary army, it was not fitting to 
look for higher pay. 

Change Promised 

The chief of staff in an address 
to 7,000 officers and men, used 
much the same arguments, but 
promised to take steps to re 
duce the privileges of party 
members and higher officers; 
much has already been done in 
this direction, for reserved 
places in hospitals, use of pri- 
vate cars, reserved seats in 
theaters ete.. have been sup- 
pressed, and orders have been 
given that officers and men are 
to eat together. 

One notable feature about 
these complaints is that they 
arise from the Russian influ- 
ence on the army, as the head 
of the political department of 
the army explained to the 
eighth Party Congress. In its 
early days, the Red army was 
a peasant army, officers and 
men came from the same mil- 
jeu, lived the same heard life, 
and established a tradition of 
camaderie., 

Mao Tsetung, whose crea- 
tion the army is, had introduc. 
ed the Russian system of poli- 
tical commissars, and, to quote 
the Handbook: “Each regiment 
has a political committee. The 
political committee, represen:?- 
ing the Communist Party, leads 
the regiment. Subject to it are 
the political departments at- 
tached to the battahon and to 
the company.” 

Close Liaison 

Party cells and army com- 
manders naturally worked to- 
gether in those days when 
there was close liaison and 
even identity between them— 
for instance all the present 
members of the Politburo were 
formerly either army leaders, 
or heads of army political de- 
partments, or both. ~ 

With the success of the army 
in 1949, and its entry into the 
cities, came the need for its 
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Asahi Shimbun warned indus- 
try against its unduly excessive 
competition. In the past few 
years, enterprises wied for in- 
vestment for expansion caus- 
ing the country’s International 
account to deteriorate. The ex- 
panded industrial facilities caus- 
ed overproduction and depres- 
sion, Japanese enterprises failed 
to measure supply and demand 
relations prior t6 investing for 
expansion, the paper regretted. 
Ranking institutions are in a 
position to check undue expan- 
sion but in Japan banking in- 
stitutions are excessively com- 
petitive in supplying funds to 
industrial circles. It is hoped 
both industrial and bank circles 
will reconsider their reckeless 
competition, the paper said. 

Mainichi Shimbun took up the 
recent Communist China-North 
Korea communique pertaining 
to the impending withdrawal of 
Red China's armed forces from 
Korea. Whatever may be the 
purpose of the joint communl- 
que, the paper eéaid, the 16 
United Nations member countries 
whose armed forces are in Ko- 
rea are now required to answer 
Communist China's Premier 
Chou En-lai’s bid for withdraw- 
ing foreign troops from Korea. 
The present indications are that 
the 16 nations are likely to re- 
ject the Chou proposal, If and 


Chou bid, they will strengthen 
the Communist propaganda that 
the United States and other 
United Nations countries are 
standing im the way of unifica- 
tion of Korea, the paper re 
gretted. 


Yomiuri Shimbun feared 
labor's spring labor offensive, 
under the prevailing depression, 
might be a protracted struggle. 
It is possible to note that the 
management is stiffening in its 
attitude toward labor’s demands 
for more wages. The protract- 
ed struggle would not benefit 
either labor or management 
and therefore it is hoped that 
all possible efforts would be 
made to see that the offensive 
is not unduly protracted. The 
Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission and other similar or- 
gans have a vital role in set- 
tiing disputes between labor 
and management. The paper 
also said jJabor should have a 
Clear understanding of the nea 
tion’s economy which is now 
in the middle of a depression. 


Chuba Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) criticwed the Soviet 
Union for its recent proposal to 
limit Japan’s salmon haul in 
northwestern Pacific waters this 
year to 80,000 tons against 
Japan’s 146,000-ton plan. Rus- 
sia's bid is far from being based 
on a scientific survey of fish re- 
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when the 16 nations reject the 


sources in the waters, Japan's 
plan is based on the statistical 
fact that the prewar catch of 
salmon by Japan and Russia 
totaled 350,000 tons and the haul 
did not adversely afféct the fish 
resources in the waters. Un- 
doubtedly, the Soviet Uaion 
wanted to impose a unilateral 
peace treaty on Japan by using 
the fishery issues, vital to Japan, 
as a lever, the paper said. 


Hokkaido Shimbun = (Sap 
poro) regretted _the “low 
tone” of the debates in 


the House of Representatives 
on fiscal 1958's budget which 
was approved without any 
amendment and sent to the 
House of Councillors. Greatly 
responsible for thé@-low tone 
Was the fact that the ruling 
Liberal-Democratic Party inter- 
vened too much in the Govern- 
ment'’s budget compilation out 
of a desire for  pork+arrel 
spending in the election vear. 
Thus, the ruling party’s repre- 
sentatives’ found no need of in- 
terpellations on the budget. The 
paper was also critical of the 
Opposition Socialist Party say- 
ing that the party failed to pre- 
sent a budget plan to ‘counter 
the Government's. It particu. 
larly regretted that the Oppo- 
sition party even showed a sign 
of averting debates on the con- 
troversial issue of ex-service- 
men’s pensions, 


modernization: this could only 


be achieved with Russian help’ 


and advice, which meant In fact 
Russian control. Organization, 
discipline, uniform — every- 
thing, In fact—were adjusted to 
the pattern of the Russian 
army, and this at a time when 
the Russian army had itself 
taken on that air of grandeur 
which it acquired under Stalin. 

As the head of the Political 
Department told the party con- 
gress, “the reform of army com- 
mand, organization and train- 
ing system are inseparable froin 
our assimilation of the best ex- 
perience of the Soviet Union.” 

The old leaders of the peas- 
ant army must look on these 
changes with nostalgia, but it 
is difficult to see how the pro 
cess of change can be reversed, 
although It does appear that the 
modernization of the army has 
no taken place without a creep- 
ing deterioration in its morale. 

Special Education 

There is another source of 
anxiety about the morale of the 
army, which goes even deeper 
and which may have more far- 
reaching results. In September 
1957, an order went out for a 
special education campaign 
“among all soldiers of the arm- 
ed forces and among al! the 
company cadres.” Its object 
was stated thus: “Let them 
understand the important func- 
tion in the socialist revolu- 
tion of the collectivization of 
agriculture and of the mono- 
polized purchase and sale of 
food grain and of other agri- 
cultural products,” 

At the end of the year, it was 
duly reported that this educa- 
tional campaign had reached 
every individual soldier. Was 
it successful? That one may 


well doubt, 

The soldiers themselves are 
better fed, better clothed and 
better housed than the civilians, 
but the vast majority of them 
are from the villages; even, of 
the junior officers probably at 
least SO per cent are country 
bows. The peasant army of the 
old days fought bravely, but 
they had been promised land 
when the land reform came—- 
and they got the land, for a 
time. 

Strained Relations 

Now the army, that ia the 
men and junior officers. weil 
treated though they may be, 
see their familles deprived of 
their ancestral land, drafted in 
millions into public work, wa- 
ter conservancy and the like, 
and tied like serfs to their col- 
lective farms. 

It is clear that there are 
strained relations between peo- 
ple and army round the main 
garrisons, but that Is inevitable 
in the neighborhood of army 
barracks; however, it seems 
self-evident that the feelings of 
the peasant soldiers of China 
are as fully with the farmers 
and villagers as were the feel- 
ings of the armies of Hungary 
and Poland. If a revolhition- 
ary movement against the Com- 
munists in China is possible, 
it seems unlikely that they will 
be able to rely on the solidarl- 
ty of the army. 

Another possible source of 
dissaffection has just arisen. 
Orders have been given that the 
wives and families of officers 
are to return to their villages; 
officers may no longer live near 
their families. The press has 
mentioned that the wives went 
unwillingly; we have yet to 
learn what the reaction of the 
officers will be. 


Readers in Council 


Language Problem 
Fo the Editor: 

The interesting article on 
linguistics in today’s “Japan 
Times” (March 2) prompts me 
to write the first letter to 2 
newspaper I have ever written. 


On this, my first visit to Ja- 
pan, I was interested in learn- 
ing something of the structure 
of vour language even though 
it might be years before I could 
master even social usage of it. 
The several excellent pooks I 
have been able to purchase 
lead me to believe that Japa- 
nese would be no more difficult 
to acquire than any other basic 
language. 

About 10 years ago I thought 
it wise to learn another langu- 
age besides my own and chose 
Spanish because of the proxim- 
ity to my home of a Spanish 
speaking country and because 
of the heavy Spanish influence 
on the names and vocabulary of 
the area jn which I live. 


This was done without benefit 
of formal schooling and al- 
though I am far from fluency | 
have been able, for some iong 
time, to maintain an acceptable 
standard in conversation and 
have even conducted some busi- 
ness in Spanish. 

This preamble is solely to 
draw a few comparisons if ! 
may. My main aid to learning 
was through the written word 
and through the study of the 
basic sentence structure. After 
acquiring a few basic words I 
would then use them on a sym- 
pathetic Spanish speaking per 
son and receive ais guidance on 
pronunciation as well as hear 
his usage and so train my ear. 

There jis a humorous Amer- 
ican saying that the definition 
of an expert is a man who is 
more than 50 miles from his 
home territory. On this basis 
my very short stay in your 
country gives me high qualifica- 
tions. Through some very good 
Japanese friends I have already 
had an insight to your country 
that many tourists never get, 
for which I am very grateful. I 
have tried some of my simple 
expressions with them and have 
received their tutoring. I have 
found that many Japanese de- 
monstrate an ability to learn 
that is far beyond their appar- 
ent station jn life. This is high- 
ly commendable, 

In an attempt to get closer to 
the Japanese people and to your 
country | am even trying to 
learn “Kata kana.” I have dis- 
covered that much of the kana 


about town contains informa- 
tion that would be helpful to a 
stranger. Kana, however simpler 
than honji, is still difficult, and 
more importantly, it is different 
from the script used by the cul- 
tures with which Japan chooses 
to align itself. 

Throughout the ages and in 
every country it seems like the 
scholars and the learned feel a 
compuision to draw a cloak of 
mveftry about themselves and 
work toward a modicum of 
class distinction in their heights 
of knoweldge. In this modern 
age where knowledge is the very 
core of survival it would seem 
that simplification of learning 
and popularity of teaching must 
be the order of the day to give 
us national strength wherever 
we may be. 

Standardization is one major 
step toward simplification. 
There is a marked difference be- 
tween the usage of English 
words in Japan than is appar 
ent in China. Does this not in- 
dicate a desire to drift toward 
a standard alphabet on the part 
of the Japanese? To my non- 
linguistic mind I feel that other 
people would more quickly 
grasp Japanese, and the people 
of Japan would more quickly 
grasp other languages if a 
simple basic alphabet were uni- 
versally used. 

I have heard educated Japa- 
nese debate the meaning of 
something written in honji, and 
the multiplicity of characters 
that must be learned would in- 
dicate that this would not be 
unusual. To my uninformed 
mind it would appear that con- 
tractual and legal documents 
must hold meanings that pro 
vide even more endless oppor- 
tunities for the attorney than 
they now have in English. 

I hope you will excuse any 
presumptuousness in my pre 
sentation of “expert” opinions. 
My meager contact with Japa- 
nese dispels previous opinion 
that it is difficult, or any more 
so than another language. As 
I see a commercial future be- 
tween our respective countries 

hope we can make it easier 
for us to understand one an- 
other.

KOKORO by Soseki Natsume,

The Japanese are fond of 
calling Soseki Natsume “the 
Japanese George Meredith” in 
referring to his psychological 
studies of character and his 
treatment of social problems in 
his novels. The parallel is not 
precise. It is in the same spirit 
of loose enthusiasm that Chika- 
matsu becomes “the Shake- 
speare of Japan” and Shintaro 
Ishihara, “Japan's Mickey 
Spillane.” 


A precise parallel is not easy 
to discover. In a way “Kokoro” 
is rather like an early Gide 
novel, “La Porte Etroite” for 
example, with Natsume'’s views 
on self-righteousness taking the 
place of Gide’s extreme Pro 
tesetantiam. 


In another way, Natsume 
must resemble Herman Hesse. 
Both authors are extremely 


sentimental and both are senti- 
mental about ideas. The milieu 
of a novel like “Demian” with 
its almost morbid pryings into 
conscience could well be that of 
“Kokoro.” Both have catastro- 
phes in which full scale tragedy 
is built on the treacherous sup- 
port of intellectual confusion; 
and both share the background 
of a very real concern for and 


with Buddhism, a_ religion 
which both treat as a philo- 
sophy and the influence of 


which permeates their work. 


The outward story of “Ko- 
koro” is quite simple. A 
student, in love with the 


daughter of the house where 
he boards, declares his love and 
is thus responsible for the re- 
sultant suicide of his best friend 
who, it transpires, also loved 
the girl. This is told in the 
form of a long letter written 
after the boy has become a man 
and just before he himself 
commits suicide. 

The real meaning of “Koko- 
ro” is not this simple, however. 
The tragedy is that of a man of 
conscience who discovers that 
to act is to cause pain. Though 
he claims he loves his wife, he 
brings her nothing but unhap- 
piness; though drawn to an ad- 
miring youngster, he refuses the 
boy’s regard because he wants 
to spare him the pain of dis- 
covering what this beloved ob 
ject is really like. 

Moreover, the social situation 
of “Kokoro” is quite important. 
The Meiji Era is drawing to a 
close, bringing down with it so 
many of the bright, and unful- 
filled, hopes of the age. The 
suicide of Gen. Nogi, the death 
of the Emperor Meiji, the last 
iliness and death of the admir- 
ing student’s father, and finally 
the death of the hero himself, 
by his own hand, is a deliberate 
commentary by Natsume on his 
own age. “On the night of the 
imperial funeral I sat in my 
study, and listened to the can- 
non, To me it sounded like the 
last lament for the passing of 
an age.” 

The Japanese themselves con- 
sider “Kokoro” as Natsume’s 
most representative work. They 
do not, however, consider it his 
best. Hence it is with mixed 
feelings that one notes yet an- 
other translation, particularly 
since so much of the author 
remains untranslated. “Kofu” 
(1907); “Higan Sugi Made” 
(1912): the unfinished “Meian,” 
and what many consider his 
masterpiece, “Michikusa” (1915), 
all remain in the original. In 
addition, though both “Sanshiro” 
and “Mon” have appeared (in 
German and French respective- 
ly) the middle section of the 
trilogy, “Sorekara,” remains un- 
translated. 

The last translation of “Ko- 
koro” was in 1941 when Ineko 
Sato’s was issued by the Hoku- 
seido Press. Since this transla- 
tion is both servigeable and still 
available one wonder’s why a 
new one was needed. Still, Mr. 
McClellan's translation is con- 
siderably more felicitous than 
Miss Sato’s and has the virtue 
of being considerably more 
straightforward. 

At one point the original has 
the hero excuse himself, go to 
the side «f road, and urinate. 
Mr. McClellan has him do just 
that. Miss Sato was much more 
devious and achieved results 
both mystifying and portentous. 
“Then, the ‘sensei’ suddenly 
drew to the side of the lane and
